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Coughlin recognized for contributions to environment

AGAWAM - An Agawam res- 
ident, John W. “Jack” Coughlin Jr. 
has been recognized jointly by the 
school committee, Mayor William 
Sapelli, and the city council. He 
was additionally recognized by 
the Container Recycling Institute, 
all for his activism in recycling 
and trash cleanup. 

At the March 9 Agawam School 
Committee meeting Sapelli ad- 
dressed a proclamation that hon- 
ored Coughlin’s dedication to the 
community by educating others 
and volunteering countless hours 
to cleaning and picking up litter in 
town. The proclamation declared 
that the School Committee, Sa- 
pelli, and the City Council had the 
distinct honor of proclaiming Apr. 
22, 2021 as Earth Day and will also 
be known as Jack Coughlin Ap- 
preciation Day in Agawam. 

“He singlehandedly educated 
our community and worked dil- 
igently to help our environment 
by picking up our neighborhoods 
on a regular basis, Sapelli said. 
“There was a tragic accident 
where he was injured severely 
with a car when he was out on 
the road picking up trash. So, our 


thoughts and prayers go out to a 
speedy recovery to Jack Cough- 
lin.” The community came togeth- 
er and gave ideas, suggestions, 
and help to dedicate something 
to the 78-year-old Coughlin as he 
helped the community in numer- 
ous ways for years. 

School Committee member 
Wendy Rua suggested dedicating 
a day to Coughlin on Earth Day 
and Sapelli agreed saying this day 
is in Coughlin’s wheelhouse. Addi- 
tionally, it made sense as Cough- 
lin is a main advocate for recy- 
cling and trash cleanup within the 
city. The proclamation mentioned 
that the dedicated Coughlin Ap- 
preciation Day this year will car- 
ry forward in subsequent years, 
so Earth Day is known as Jack 
Coughlin Earth Day in Agawam. 
It also encouraged residents, citi- 
zens, businesses, and institutions 
to use Earth Day to celebrate the 
planet and promote the well-be- 
ing of the environment and the 
habitant within. Sapelli further 
thanked Coughlin for his commit- 
ment to the community after the 
proclamation was announced.

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Mayor advocating for mass 
vaccination site at Big E grounds

AGAWAM - With local sites 
gone for now, Agawam is joining 
with area towns to support plac- 
ing a mass COVID-19 vaccination 
site at the Big E grounds in West 
Spring field. 

Eastern State Expositions fair- 
grounds are just over the Mor- 
gan-Sullivan Bridge and would 
be very convenient to Agawam 
residents. 


Town officials from Southwick 
and Westfield are also hoping the 
state will open a site there. 

Mayor William Reichelt, who 
used to serve as a law clerk in 
Agawam, has been lobbying with 
the state government to have a 
COVID-19 vaccination site at the 
Big E, as has its owner. 

However, as of now, the East- 
field Mall in Springfield is the only 
mass vaccination site in Western 
Massachusetts. 

Some smaller vaccination clin- 


ics have opened and a number 
of pharmacies are taking limited 
appointments. But limited supply 
has also come into play. 

In late February, the Town of 
Agawam had announced a vac- 
cination clinic would be coming 
for senior citizens, but that an- 
nouncement was retracted soon 
after because Gov. Charlie Bak- 
er said vaccines were all being 
re-routed to the state's mass vac- 
cination sites.

AGAWAM - ‘The Director of 
Social Emotional Learning, Mar- 
lene DeJesus visited the School 
Committee meeting in person on 
mar.

The area of connection es- 
pecially targets ways to keep stu- 
dents engaged in class, recognize 
when students aren't in the learn- 
ing frame of mind, and find ways 
to re-engage students in school 
work while theyre in a ‘learning 
brain environment.

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COVID-19 testing at HCC extended through June 


HOLYOKE — Even though infection rates have been 
dropping and vaccinations are becoming more readily 
available, free “Stop the Spread” COVID-19 testing at Holy- 
oke Community College has been extended through June 
2021, according to the Holyoke Board of Health. 

Drive-through testing at HCC is conducted six days a 
week in parking lot H near the western entrance to the Do- 
nahue Building on the college's main campus, 303 Home- 
stead Ave. 

Wait times for tests are not nearly as long as they used 
to be, according to site administrators, with only a handful 
of vehicles lined up at the busiest times. 

HCC has been serving as a “Stop the Spread” drive- 
through testing site since last summer to help reduce the 
spread of COVID-19. 

Drivers are asked to enter the campus from Homestead 
Avenue, turn left onto the Campus Road and proceed to 
parking lot H. There will be signs and parking attendants 
on site to manage the flow of traffic. 

The HCC testing site is open Monday, Wednesday, Fri- 
day and Saturday from 7 a.m. to 11 a.m.; and Tuesday and 
Thursday from 2 p.m. to 7 p.m. 

Testing is free to all Massachusetts residents, and con- 
ducted on a first-come, first-serve basis. There are no ap- 
pointments and no referral is necessary. Turnaround time 
for results is typically four days or fewer.

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to him for miles of litter cleanup and ad- 
vocacy for the Bottle Bill Expansion. They 
also recognized Coughlin for his decades 
of environmental advocacy and a lifetime 
of community service. Coughlin was clean- 
ing miniature liquor bottles known as nips, 
and other trash from the road when he got 
into his accident. Coughlin often picked up 
nips on the side of roads and discarded in 
other areas around the community, he ad- 
vocated for the addition of nips deposit to 
the Massachusetts Container Deposit Law. 

This deposit law enables consumers to 
return bottle and cans to a recycling loca- 
tion and receive payment in return, its uti- 
lized within cities and towns but they don't 
accept nips. These small bottles are often 
discarded on the streets and tend to pile 
up in common areas. There is a Proposed 
Nips Deposit entitled Jack's Bill which out- 
lines a bottle bill expansion of legislation to 
include to proper disposal of the miniature 


bottles. It is being referred to as Jack's Bill 
because it focuses on the nips he identified 
as a top cause of litter during his cleanups. 

This legislature would add a five-cent 
deposit to nips to give incentive for people 
to recycle them rather than littering. 

State Senator John Velis spoke about 
Coughlin’s dedication to cleaning the com- 
munity. “From traveling to the statehouse 
to testify during public hearings, to con- 
tacting legislators directly, he has been so 
dedicated in calling attention to this criti- 
cal issue, and I am proud to co-sponsor this 
bill” Velis said. House Representative Nich- 
olas Boldyga also spoke about Coughlin 
and his work within the community, Boldy- 
ga mentioned that he admired Coughlin 
for years. He also mentioned Coughlin as 
a community hero who went to clean the 
community every day, doing what no one 
else wanted to do. 





VACCINATION 


Following the address last ‘Thursday 
night by President Joe Biden, the state gov- 
ernment is hopeful more vaccine supply 
will be headed to Massachusetts, allowing 
the state to open up more vaccination sites. 

Reichelt, along with Agawam Mayor 
William Sapelli continue to advocate for 
the Big E being used as a mass vaccination 
site, and are hopeful the site will be part of 
the next round of vaccination sites to open 
up, especially with so many limited loca- 
tions in the western part of the state. 

There were some vaccination clinics 
that took place in long-term care facilities 
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for the elderly, and as well as senior homes 
in West Springfield. But most of the clinics 
are in Eastern Massachusetts, especial- 
ly Fenway Park and Gillette Stadium, two 
large stadiums. 

The Big E was most recently the host of 
an event created in lieu of the St. Patrick's 
Day parade. The event was a drive-thru 
for residents who could view the Colleens 
and courts from the various communities, 
including Agawam and Holyoke. Several 
emergency services were represented at 
the event as well.

“When you feel better you have more control in the choices 
you make or are given.’ The school started a virtual family 
resource center that is committed to students and their 
families for a community partnership. 

The goal is to provide support and guidance to students 
and their families when theyre in need of community re- 
sources. This center works to create connections to other 
agencies and organizations for their overall wellness. This 
allows for students to reach the help they need and it gives 
them a chance to grow and eventually feel empowered, this 
will start their healing process and help to continue the 
schedule and structure of the school systems new normal. 
The four focus areas are working well for the school district 
and it will continue to be adapted as the school year pro- 
gresses and needs surface.

SOCIAL SECURITY MATTERS 
Does paying FICA 
tax now increase 
my benefit?

Dear Rusty: If a person retires at age 
66 and continues to work full time, So- 
cial Security taxes are still taken out of 
his weekly paycheck. Will this taxation 
for Social Security contribute more to 
the persons Social Security benefit, 
even if already retired? Signed: Curious 
Retiree 

Dear Curious Retiree: Since its in- 
ception in 1935, Social Security has 
been a “pay as you go’ program, where 
contributions from those who are 
working are used to pay benefits to 
those who are collecting Social Securi- 
ty benefits. That remains true even if, 
after you start collecting Social Securi- 
ty, you work and pay payroll taxes into 
the system. 

Those Social Security payroll taxes 
you are contributing now arent depos- 
ited into a personal account for you, 
theyre used to help pay benefits to 
all recipients. So, paying Social Secu- 
rity FICA payroll taxes after you start 
collecting benefits doesn't affect your 
benefit payment. However, what might 
affect your benefit amount is if your 
current earnings from working are 
more than any of those in the 35 years 
used to originally compute your Social 
Security benefit when you filed. 

When you apply for Social Security 
benefits, Social Security adjusts every 
year in your lifetime earnings record 
for inflation to bring those earlier 
earnings up to todays dollar values. 
They then select the 35 highest-earn- 
ing years over your entire lifetime, and 
from those 35 highest-earning years 
they develop your “Average Indexed 
Monthly Earnings” or AIME. Your 
AIME, in turn, is used to compute your 
Social Security benefit at your full re- 
tirement age, or FRA. 

Social Security examines your earn- 
ings every year after your earnings for 
the previous year are reported to Social 
Security by the IRS. After your benefits 
have started, and if your current earn- 
ings are higher, Social Security will 
replace an earlier year's earnings with 
your more recent earnings and recom- 
pute your benefit, resulting in a small 
benefit increase. I use the term “small” 
because it would represent only 1/35th 
of the average lifetime earnings used to 
compute your benefit. 

A key thing to remember is that 
each of your past years earnings, up 
until you are 60, are adjusted for in- 
flation before computing your bene- 
fit amount. So, for example, $25,000 
earned in 1990 is worth more than 
$60,000 in today's dollars, and it is the 
inflation-adjusted amount that your 
current earnings would need to exceed 
increase in your benefit. I recently pub- 
lished an article on this topic which 
you may find helpful:www.socialsecu- 
rityreport.org/ask-rusty-does-paying- 
social-security-payroll-tax-increase- 
my-benefit/.

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The Garden Lady tackles heirloom tomatoes 


ill, a Maryland “trans- 
Bo who continues to 

read the Ware River News 
from his new home, had this 
question for the Garden Lady: 
“My son and family think I’m Mr. 
Green-jeans. For Christmas they 
gave me a pack of “exotic” toma- 
to seeds. Unfortunately, there 
are some limitations to a 15-foot 
by 25-foot garden plot. I would 
like to start some nonetheless. 
Here is the list: Vin- 
tage Wine, Red Zebra, 
Chocolate Stripes and 
Black from Tula. All 
are from a seed com- 
pany by the name of 
Urban Gardener in In- 
diana. Should I bother 
with these?” 

Wow! You posed a 
wonderful question, 
Bill, and Iam sure that 
the title of Mr. Green- 
jeans must have been earned 
somewhere down the line to 
warrant such a unique gift. I as- 
sumed that with names as poetic 
as these, you had been given a 
collection of heirloom tomato 
seeds. I was fascinated to learn, 
however, that while all of these 
varieties are open pollinated, 
not all are heirloom. What is the 
difference? 

When I consider what the 
definition of an heirloom is, 
images of grandmas china or 
brooch come to mind, or in my 
personal case, babcis water 
pitcher. To accurately put it into 
words, an heirloom is something 
that has been carefully passed 
down through the generations of 
a family. The same holds for heir- 
loom plants. They aren't here by 
chance, typically. Someone took 
the time to care for them and

save the seeds of their best fruits 
or flowers so that they could be 
preserved and shared with oth- 
ers. To be able to save your own 
seed true to type, the plants need 
to be open pollinated, which 
heirlooms are. Here, pollination 
occurs naturally by bees, insects, 
animals, careful humans or the 
wind and the rain. Hybrids are 
a whole different story, whereby 
two plants were cross pollinat- 
ed hoping to pass on 
specific genetic traits. 
The result, the third 
plant, is not stable. If 
its seeds are saved it is 
likely you will end up 
with a fruit or flower 
that resembles one of 
the parent plants. 
Saving the seeds 
of open _ pollinated 
tomatoes is the per- 
fect first attempt for 
novice seed savers. They are 
self-pollinating and will produce 
offspring true to the parent plant 
without having to isolate them 
from other tomato varieties. 
Other plants can be tricky, say 
corn, for example, which needs 
to be kept separate from other 
corn by miles to produce seed 
that is true to type. My first expe- 
rience with heirloom tomatoes 
was in my early years at Old Stur- 
bridge Village, where we grew 
tiny Yellow Pear, for awhile the 
pinkish Brandywine, and now 
the uniquely lobed Large Red. I 
remember my co-worker ana- 
lyzing which Large Red tomato 
matched the descriptions from 
the mid-19th century and choos- 
ing to save the seeds of the most 
authentic looking fruit, there- 
by passing on accurate genetic 
traits to future crops. Neat stuff! 


It was fun to read that the 
scarlet color of most modern day 
tomatoes was actually a gene 
mutation that breeders discov- 
ered and bred into fruits so that 
they would ripen evenly. Many 
champions of the heirloom to- 
mato movement argue that this 
was at the expense of flavor. So 
Bill, you have a unique opportu- 
nity to experience Vintage Wine, 
a whopper of a tomato, with 
some of the pink, striped golden 
fruits weighing over a pound. 

Also the oh so sweet Rus- 
sian heirloom Black from Tula, 
another large fruit that is deep 
purple with green shoulders 
sometimes described as “the ug- 
liest, most delicious tomato ever 
grown. The more recent chance 
discovery, Red Zebra, is a beau- 
tiful cherry-red with yellow-or- 
ange stripes and a sweet, yet tart 
tomato flavor. How about Choc- 
olate Stripe, a three to four-inch, 
exceptionally yammy mahogany 
colored tomato with olive strip- 
ing that produces over a long 
period, taking third place winner 
for taste at the annual Toma- 
toFest. 

So yes, bother with these, 
enjoy complexities of flavor not 
found in the average red tomato 
and save the seed for those you 
like. Id love to hear all about it!

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sectional tournament returns in spring season

REGION - After a year without any 
type of high school tournaments due 
to the COVID-19 restrictions in place, 
a spring tournament is scheduled to 
take place in 2021. 

As of now, it is believed that the 
Massachusetts Interscholastic Ath- 
letic Association will prepare for the 
traditional three-season format, and 
that traditional format will include 
a change to a statewide tournament 
and the elimination of the sectional 
tournament. 

The 2020-2021 school was set to be 
the last year for the sectional tourna- 
ments after a vote last year to change 


the format of the tournament. Now 
the spring will feature sectional tour- 
naments only following a recent vote 
by the MIAA. 

There was an emphasis to try 
to bring back a tournament for the 
spring season after players missed out 
on an entire season last year and the 
MIAA did not want that to happen 
two years in a row. 

The entire spring season was de- 
layed multiple times before Gov. Char- 
lie Baker closed down schools in late 
April for the remainder of the school 
year. The closure effectively cancelled 
the sport season as it was deemed not 
safe to play. 

The MIAA thus far has gone with a 
four-season format, including a bub- 


ble or “wedge” season to fit sports in 
that were not played in the first two 
seasons. Known as Fall 2, a variety 
of sports are being played right now, 
though football is the primary sport 
being played over the next several 
weeks. But Belchertown and Mon- 
son are also playing basketball. South 
Hadley and Southwick are among 
teams playing girls volleyball. Indoor 
track is also being played. However, 
there will be no tournaments played 
during the Fall 2 season, which is set 
to conclude at the end of April. 

The spring season, which usual- 
ly begins in mid-March and ends in 
mid-June, will go from the beginning 
of May with a cut-off of July 3 to finish

SOUTH HADLEY - Last year, COVID-19 concerns 
caused the cancellation of several adult recreational base- 
ball leagues.

the season. 

In order to limit travel, the MIAA did 
not want to have the state tournament, and 
have decided sectional tournaments can 
take place. As of now, the tournament is set 
to take place at home fields of higher seeds, 
with no neutral sites being used. However, 
with the vaccination effort accelerating, re- 
strictions could lift as the next two months 
progress, allowing high school sports a bit 
more freedom. 

Spring sports to be played include base- 
ball, softball, boys lacrosse, girls lacrosse, 
boys tennis, girls tennis, boys track, girls 


track, and boys volleyball. Wrestling is also 
scheduled to take place this spring. 

One other caveat to the spring mod- 
ifications is that teams eliminated from 
postseason play, can play games against 
other non-qualifiers through the end of the 
spring season.

the playoffs with a football-style format where the lower 
four seeds play in the first week of the playoffs and the win- 
ners meeting the top two seeds in the semifinals. 

Castonguay explained while the gameplay itself will 
be largely the same, a number of “habits” will need to be 
changed in order for the league to safely be played. 

First, like many sports, masks are required to be worn 
while involved in the game or on the benches. Benches will 
need to be spread out in order to allow for social distanc- 
ing. Mask breaks can take place up the foul lines with prop- 
er distance from all players, Castonguay said. 

Last summer, umpires who did high school and adult 
baseball in other leagues called balls and strikes from be- 
hind the pitcher's mound. Castonguay said umpires voted 
recently to have an umpire back behind the plate. 

Other habits being curtailed for the start of the sea- 
son are the acts of spitting, spitting pumpkin or sunflower 
seeds, and the removal of all garbage from playing fields. 

“Fields are not providing garbage cans, said Castonguay. 
“So whatever we bring in, we have to take with us.’ 

The league may issues trash bags to teams so trash can 
be bagged and taken away by the players after games. 

The modifications will be in place for the start of the 
season, but could change as the season goes on depending 
on the pace of vaccinations and when the governor lifts 


various restrictions.

WESTFIELD - Westfield State Universi- 
ty will begin play for spring sports later this 
month, the school announced last week in 
conjunction with the Council of Presidents 
of the Massachusetts State Collegiate Ath- 
letic Conference. 

"A spring season for our student ath- 
letes is very welcome news at Westfield 
State, where athletics are integral to our 
campus culture and student experience, 
said Interim President Roy H. Saigo, PhD.

“We are tremendously excited that our 
student-athletes will have the chance to 
return to the field of play, said Westfield 
State Athletics director Dick Lenfest. 

The pandemic cut seasons short exact- 
ly one year ago today, when the NCAA an- 
nounced it was cancelling championships 
competition for 2020 due to the COVID-19 
coronavirus pandemic. 

“It's been a long year, said Lenfest, who 
has also been tasked with managing the 
school’s coronavirus testing for the past 
nine months. “While all of our athletes 
have experienced disappointment as the 
pandemic has affected both the ability to 
conduct competitions and even practices, 
the announcement today is a win for Owls 
athletics. By getting back to the field of 
play this spring the athletes who had their 
seasons cut short a year ago will be the first 


ones to get back on the field, providing a 
sense of equity as it appears that no athlete 
or team would miss more than one season 
of competition due to the pandemic.’ 

“Tt’s important for our student-athletes, 
coaches and staff to stay vigilant as we re- 
turn to play, said Lenfest. “The university is 
providing COVID testing each week before 
the contests, which gives us the opportuni- 
ty to play intercollegiate games, but both 
on and off the field, while traveling, and 
even in the residence halls and apartments, 
it is important to wear your mask, wash 
and sanitize your hands frequently, and 
maintain safe social distancing protocols.’ 

Per the decision of the MASCAC Coun- 
cil of Presidents, no spectators will be 
permitted at spring 2021 sport contests. 
Westfield State athletics plans to live video 
stream all of its home contests via West- 
fieldStateOwls.com, and the MASCAC.TV 
app for Roku and Apple TV streaming, and 
live stats for the games are also provided. 

The spring sport schedules have been 
altered in conjunction with the presidents 
announcement. Updated schedules for 
the Owls spring sports teams will be post- 
ed shortly on WestfieldStateOwls.com. If 
weather or pandemic conditions force 
changes as the seasons progress, the online 
schedules are the first place to be updated 
accordingly. 

Westfield’s traditional fall and winter 
sports teams will continue to have practice 
opportunities throughout the remainder of 
the spring semester, with plans to return to 
full completion in fall of 2021 pending pub- 
lic health conditions.
